_A)PIONFER TOUR. 


 An-appreciation of Mr. Thomas 
Cook, fotnder of the well. known 
travel agency, is contained in the 
Ameériensn — journal 
Digest," the particular interest 
Americn has in the Baptist mis- 
sionary and temperance lecturer 
who devoted so large a portion of 
his later life to the construction 
of travel itineraries being. that, he 
led a pioneer flock of fourists into 
that country in 1872 and placed. 
on record. their impressions, 


Now what do you suppose made |. 


the grestest hit with Mr, Cook 
during his two weeks of seeing 
America? w.rites Mr, Forbes. New 
York? No}. it is barely mention- 
ed, Chicago? No; it was just a 
city recovering from a fire, The 
Rocky Mountains? No; they were 
_ "a disappointment.” The charm 
of Americsn women?. Guess 
agains apparently Thomas did not 
Bee Any,’ 

What, then? Four outktanding 
fentures—the live of the prairies; 
the Sierra Nevadas; our system 
of checking baggage ; and the jugs 
of ice-water on: the hotel tables. 
Mr, Cook had a keen appreciation 
of ice-water-and he passed over 
all the other glories of California 
to mention the plenitude of our 
national beverage. In. fact, he 
seemed to like every feature of 
our hotels, especially the variety 
of the menu ‘and the absence of 
fire-water from the tables. He 
also liked our prices, which were 
from $3 to $4.50 per day, inclusive. 

But he did not wax enthusiastic 
over our railways, though he con- 
sidered our open-work coaches. 
a great improvement over the 
Singlish gompartment-cars, so far 
ns long journeys were concerned. 
But our open-work sleeping-cars 
—horrors! “The: admixture of 

‘ strangers and sexes is very repul- 
sive to English travellers’—which 
‘possibly explains why so few of 
them get farther west than Cen- 
tra) Park. The speed of our trains 
also was criticized; he pulled his 
trusty timepiece on ‘our crack 
‘Pacific Express” and found that 
t{ averaged only nineteen or 
twenty miles an hour, including 
stops for ents. But he commended 
our “lie-over tickets.” 

Only twice in the 3,300 miles 
did the globe-trotters get excited 
over'scenéry. There is not a word 
of comment about Niagara Falls, 
and they seem to have had no 
thrills elsewhere until they reach- 
ed the great open spaces where 
men are cow-punchers, On the 
dusty prairies between Omaha and 
Cheyenne they kept the windows 
open lest they miss an antelope or 
a wolf or a prairie-doy; and when 
chance brought a parade of 600 
Sioux Indians near the train, the 
joy of world-travel began to be 
appreciated. Thomas, in parti- 
cular, was quite wrought up over 
it, He says that it brought to 
mind the days of thirty years 
earlier, when he had conducted 
thousands of. the youth of 
Leicester to a John C, Fremont 
panorama of the Western Plains. 
“Little did I dream,” said Mr. 
Cook, “that it would ever be my 
privilege to: cross those same 
Prairies.” And he promised that’ 
he would have “another long 
string of fact8 to communicate 
when next:] take the platform of 
our Leicester Temperance Hall,” 

What Mr. Cook said about our 
Sierra Nevadas ought, to make 
the Southern Pacific fear out some 
of the  snow-sheda beyond 
Truckee and raise the rates— 
especially when you -remember 
that the praise came from a re- 
ticent'man,and a traveller of more 
‘than thirty years’ experience in 
Europe. “The glimpses we got 
{through the slots in the snow- 
sheds) were grand beyond des- 
cription, surpassing in some re- 
spects: the greatest of the Alpine 
voute.”" ‘Southern ‘Pacific pub-

And there was also: a 
file of the “Band of »Hope 
Review.” - This arid spot in the 
great, moist oasis of the Orient 
gave Thomas 4 brilliant idea. 
He hastened back to the steamer 
and brought to the shop his entire 
cargo of “Malt Liquor Lectures,” 
etc., and contributed them to the 
uplift of Singapore. Judging 
from’ what I have seen on occa- 
sional visits to that sailors’ snug 
harbour, this lightening of his 
conscience 
robbed Singapore of none of its 
“points of interest.” : 

Christmas overtook the P. & O. 
“Mirzapore” off thé coast of 
Ceylon, and-it was celebrated on 
board near the harbour of Point 
de Galle, as Colombo was then 
called: They -had three days 
ashore, but apparently they were 
spent in mopping perspiration.

Almost immediately after his 
graduation he was elected to the 
legislature of his state and served 
two terms, During that period he 


fir | studied law..and was admitted to 


the bar. After a few years of 
practice he wag elected ag a pro- 
fessor in the College of Law of the 
University of Michigan. where he 


‘taught for a period of nearly 14 


years, During the time he was a 
member of the faculty of the 


| University of Michigan he became 


acquainted with a great many 
Chinese students who were attend- 
ing the University. 

Later, he was appointed as one 
of the judges of the Courts of the 


ty Philippine Islanda by ‘President 
McKinley. 


He was the. first 
American judge appointed to the 
courts of the Philippines, and has 
been connected with the Judiciary 
of ‘the Philippines for a period of 
265 years. Some have said of him 
that he was the John Marshall of 
the Supreme Court of the Philip- 
pines. While many appeals have 
been taken to the Supreme Court 
of the United States from the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the Philippine Islands, he ‘has 
never been reversed. ‘ 
He is a hard-working and an 
industrious judge. He acted as 
Chief Justice’ of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippine Islands for 
a period of 2 years, during which 
time alt the pending cases were 
decided and promulgated. He is 
exceedingly interested in the 
welfare of the masses. He has 
taken a great interest in the 
education of the Filipino people. 
He never tires in praising the 
Filipino people and their remark- 
able progress during the Ameri- 
can occupation, ~His. interest iti 
the welfare of the Chinese people 
of the -Philippine Islands js well 
known and recognised. He has 
assisted many young Filipino men 
in acquiring an education. He has 
sent a large number, at his own 
expense, to the universities in the 
United States. His-work as a 
member of-the proposed Commis- 
sion will, no doubt, be characteris- 
ed by his well known honesty, 
industry and impartiality.
